Washington, June 1.'!.— General Otis 
eables that Lawtou's troops hud a severe 
engagement to-day "with the enemy in 
strong retrenchments at the crossing of 
Z.ipote river near Bucolor, Cavite prov- 
ince. He has driven the enemy back 
svith heavy loss, his own being 30. The 
insurgents in this southern section were 
not molested until they threatened to 
attack in strong force <>n Manila. They 
are now scattered and in retreat, and 
Gen. Otis considers it doubtful if they 
will make a further stand. 

Manila, June 13.— 8:10 p. in.— Fighting 
at Los Finos continued hotly all day. 
Gen. Lnwton called out his whole force 
of 3,000 men, and at 5 o'clock he was 
only able to push the insurgents back 
500 yards, to Seupoter river, where they 
arc entrenched. The insurgents resisted 
desperately and aggressively, attempt- 
ing to turn tin? left flank of the United 
States troops. The United States loss 
is estimated at 00. 

The only means of crossing the Zapote 
was by a small bridge, which the Fili- 
pinos commanded with trenches, spread- 
ing V-shaped, whence they could con- 
centrate their fire on the bridge. They 
also had the advantage of the trees and 
jungle, so that the Americans could 
hardly see ahead. 

When the battle was resumed at 1 
o'clock with the reinforcements, the 
Americans waded waist deep in the mud 
of the salt Hats, and pouring steady vol- 
leys of musketry at the rebels, drove 
their opponents beyond tile river. Then 
the two armies lay facing each other 
across the deep stream, the enemy prac- 
tically out of sight, while the men in 
blue and khaki lay in the mud and 
hushes, many of them without any shel- 
ter, for three hours, without a moment's 
cessation in the tiring, pouring bullets 
at tlie enemy as fast as they could load. 
Tlie thousand ritles blended into a con- 
tinuous roar, which was vastly different 
from the intermittent skirmish line rut- 
tie of must of tlie engagements. 

Gen. I.awtnn summoned tlie reserves 
from Los Finos, until only enough 
troops were left in the town to prevent 
the Filipinos from attacking the Ameri- 
cans in the rear, which was feared, as 
they were creeping around the left 
through the woods, delivering a Hanking 
lire which put a great strain upon the 
endurance of the Americans who were 
floundering in the mud across the river. 

After tiring in volleys fur a short time, 
the Americans were ordered to lire when 
they could see the enemy. It was every 
man for himself, and the best the men 
eoidd do was to aim at the mist arising 
from the rebels' "smokeless" powder. 
Gen. Luwton, though exhausted by the 
morning's tight, was the commanding 
figure in (lie battle. He went along the 
lines, directing and encouraging tlie 
troops. At 4 o'clock there was an 
hour's lull in tiie lighting. It. is Impossi- 
ble at present to estimate tlie number of 
Filipinos dead. There are many dead 
bodies in the fields the Americans trav- 
ersed. 

This battlefield was formerly the scene 
of several of the greatest struggles be- 
tween tlie Spaniards and the Filipinos. 
Tlie Zapote was considered impregnable, 
and hundreds of Spaniards and Filipinos 
have been killed while lighting over the 
same bridge in former contests for its 
possession.

— The second race 
of the series for the Seuwanhaka cup 
between the Yankee, of the White Bear 
Club, St. Paul, and the Dominion, of the 
Royal St. Lawrence Club, was a walk 
over for the Yankee, the Dominion 
breaking her mast in making the second 
buoy of the race.

Great Britain Cannot Ignore 
Transvaal's Indifference 
to Representations.

Loudon, June 13.— A blue book issued 
to-night contains the reply of Mr. Cham- 
berlain to the petition of the Uitlanders 
to Her Majesty's government which was 
mailed from the Cape on May 10. The 
secretary for the colonies freely admits 
that there arc- substantial grounds for 
the complaints embodied in the petition, 
which he proceeds to discuss at length, 
emphasizing those affecting tlie personal 
rights of the Uitlanders which infringe 
the spirit, lie says, if not tlie letter, id' 
the London Convention. 
- Great Britain, he contends, is not 
willing to depart from her attitude of 
reserve but "cannot permanently ignore 
the arbitrary treatment of the Uitlanders 
and tile indifference of the Republic to 
her friendly represent at inns." Mr. 
Chamberlain points out 11 policy that 
would remove all pretext for intervention 
ami suggests a conference between Sir 
Alfred Milner and President Kruger in 
which he lenses Milner 11 free hand, 
laying stress upon the question of the 
franchise in the Transvaal ami instruct- 
ing the British representative that if his 
suggestions ill this regard are not fairly 
received be need not urge any further 
attempt at discussion. 

London, June 14. — The Daily Mail 
says this morning: "The cabinet council 
yesterday (Tuesday) was unanimous that 
steady pressure should lie exercised and 
its policy backed up by nil Sldei|ua - " in- 
crease of British forces in South Af- 
rica."

Nebraska Now Feels Fury of 
Storm Which Devastated 
Wisconsin. 



Corpses Strewn in Streets of 
Herman artd Not a Building 
Left Standing, 



Attful Scenes in New Richmond 
Where Every Family Is 
Bereaved. 



By Associated Press. 

Omaha, June 13.— A tornado struck 
the town of Herman, Washington, coun- 
ty, to-night and wrought fearful de- 
struction. A conductor on an evening 
train from Sioux City, Iowa, who pass- 
ed through Herman not long after the 
storm, says not a building is Left stand- 
ing in the town, and that he counted 12 
dead bodies in the streets. The fatali- 
ties will probably number fifty or more. 
A special train has left Blair, the coun- 
ty seat, ten. miles distant, for the scene 
of tlie disaster, carrying surguons and 
all needed supplies. Wires are all 
down north of Herman and it is not 
known boss- much further north the 
storm went, but reports are coming in to 
the effect that a large portion of the 
country north of Herman is laid waste. 
The entire eastern portion of Nebraska 
is being ssvept by a terrific rain, wind 
and electric storm to-night. The streets 
of Omaha are flooded and the play of 
the lightning is fearful. 

Monday's Disaster. 

New Richmond, Wis., June 13.— Inde- 
scribably sad are tlie scenes of desolation 
wrought by last night's tornado, that lias 
practically ssvept out of existence the 
prosperous little city of Nesv Richmond. 

Out of 500 houses and store buildings 
comprising the town fully 300 were 
wrecked by the storm or destroyed- by 
fire. Almost every family has one or 
more members among the dead, injured 
or missing and little groups are seen 
everywhere searching by the light of lan- 
terns or torches for loved ones who 
may be buried in the piles cf debris on 
every baud. 

With frantic energy tlie search has 
been conducted all du.y and up to nine 
o'clock to-night 5-1 bodies had been 
found, although the number of dead cer- 
tainly will reach 100 or more. These 
have for the most part been taken to 
tlie Catholic and Congregational churches 
svhich, although in the very edge of tlie 
storm's path miraculously escaped its 
fury. In these temporary morgues tlie 
sights are such as to touch the hardest 
heart, as the grief-stricken living recog- 
nize iu bodies horribly mangled and of- 
ten dismembered the remains of missing 
ones. The wounded found temporary 
shelter in the uninjured dwellings on 
either side of the path of the storm, 
where doctors and nurses from nearby 
cities and towns are doing heroic ser- 
vice without sleep or rest. As many as 
possible are being sent to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, where they will have better 
care. 

The First Reports. 

Minneapolis, June 12.— One of the 
worst storms that ever passed over 
Minneapolis prevailed here between 5 
and 7 o'clock. For fully an hour mid- 
night darkness fell over the city, and the 
sky had all the appearance of a tornado. 
There was very' little wind, however, 
but an immense volume of water fell, the 
gauge showing 2.34 inches. 

A special to the Tribune from. Still- 
water, Minn., says: This svas a terrible 
night for Nesv Richmond, the village 
being almost wiped out of existence by 
one of the most severe cyclones that ever 
visited the locality. 'Hie ness-s was 
brought here by .1. A. Carroll, a travel- 
ling man from Portage, Wis., who was 
stopping at the Nicollet house in New 
Richmond when the cyclone struck. He 
saw the funnel-shaped cloud as it came 
up the principal street, and took refuge 
in the basement of the hotel, which was 
completely wrecked, together with every 
other business house in the city. Terri- 
ble sheets of rain followed the cyclone, 
somesvhat checking tlie fires which broke 
out. 

Three travelling men, who drove from 
River Fulls to Hudson, were struck by 
the storm and the rig svas torn to pieces, 
one man named Volman having one of 
bib legs broken. 

A special to the Tribune from Hudson 
savs: Tlie first building struck was 
over 011 the farm of F. 0. Mattison. One 
edge of the storm struck his buildings, 
twisting bis barn out of shape and 
throwing his windmills some rods. 

It then struck tlie Gridley farm. I he 
family, seeing it coming, tied for a large 
stone quarry about twenty rods from the 
house, where they remained safely till

While muuy 
persons were opposed to the policy of 
bounties, he asked support for the re- 
tention' of that policy with a gradual 
decrease of the amount. He had reason 
to believe that large/ extensions would 
be made in the iron industry in the 
Dominion, and lie hoped by the end uf 
the period mentioned in the bill the""-' 
industries would be so well established 
as not to need any bounties. 

Sir Charles Tapper warmly congratu- 
lated Mr. Fielding ou his adoption of 
this policy. Ue hoped and believed that 
the retention of iron bounties for several 
years to come would be found effective 
in increasing Hit- iron output. He look- 
ed forward with interest and hope to the 
Gape Breton enterprise and shared the 
belief that Canada would become a great 
producer of good ships. Lie was of the 
opinion that British Columbia, which 
had large iron deposits, would share m 
the development of the iron industry. 
Sir Charles did not believe that New- 
foundland ore should be treated as for- 
eign supply, but thought 11 should be 
giveu the same advantage as Canadian 
ore. He hoped Mr. Fielding would adopt 
I his suggestion. 

Mr. Edwards (Liberal) its a free trader 
objected to bounties altogether. 

Jh-. Sproule (Conservative) and Bert- 
ram (Liberal) warmly supported the re- 
solution. Col. Trior also gave it his 
warm support. 

Mr. fielding expressed regret that he 
could not see his way clear to adopt Sir 
Charles Tupper's suggestion in favor ot 
allowing the same terms to Newfound- 
land ore as to ore produced in Canada.

ment was distributing arms and ammu- 
nition among the Boers in the British 
colony of Natal and arming its own 
subjects against Great Britain. 

In answer to a question by Mr. Henry 
Luboucherc, Liberal member for North- 
ampton, as to whether President Kru- 
ger's request for arbitration by other 
than foreign powers in all points of 
future differences had been refused by 
Sir Alfred Milner at the Bloomfontoin 
conference". Mr. Chamberlain said the 
British high commissioner for South 
Africa had been somewhat misreported. 
Sir Alfred Milner had distinctly refused 
to arbitrate all questions, but had said 
there might be some susceptible settle- 
ment in that way, though not by a for- 
eign power. 

Mr. Chamberlain then asserted that 
since the Bloemfontein conference Mr. 
Kruger had submitted a proposal con- 
templating that the president of the 
arbitration board should be a foreigner.

A BUFFALO MOB. 



Two Hundred Shots Fired at 
Freight handlers Work- 
ing in Hold. 



By Associated Press. 

Buffalo, June 13.— A gang of between 
.'!<> and lit men, stevedores ami freight 
handlers, to-night about 7:110 o'clock 
climbed aboard the whnleback Samuel 
Mather, which was lying at the Minne- 
sota iron ore docks, ami began to lire 
upon a gang of 50 ore handlers who 
were working in the hold of the vessel. 
Between loll and LiOO shots were tired. 
Three men were shot, one it is thought 
fatally. Sixteen of the attacking party 
were arrested. 

Tin' trouble was caused by the ore 
handlers referring to the freight handlers 
as " scabs." The docks in tin.' vieituty 
of the scene of the shooting are covered 
with policemen, and no further trouble 
is anticipated. 

There is a strike on the docks, h ended 
by the coal-heavers at the Delaware & 
Lackawanna chutes. One hundred of 
these men quit work to-day. They ap- 
parently have no grievance of their 
own, anil it is thought went out in sym- 
pathy with the striking freight handlers. 

The house men employed by the 
Anchor Lino quit work to-night. The 
feeling among the men employed along 
the docks is said to be uglier than at any 
time during the summer, and the present 
strike is almost certain to extend. 

The different railway companies are 
bringing in numbers of non-union men 
to take the places of the strikers, and 
freight contractors say that there are 
more men enquiring lor work than they 
can use.

Not one of them was harmed. hi very 
piece of furniture was carried for rods 
and literally torn into shreds. Outside 
the house there were two large burns, 
machine sheds and outbuildings, and all 
were destroyed. W. J- Gilpin, who was 
passing at the Ume, drove in there for 
shelter, but was unable to reach the 
cellar. He says it was not two seconds 
after the cyclone, struck him before it 
was all over, and ho found himself under 
it pari of a lumber wagon, with timber, 
horses and machinery everywhere about 
him. He was unhurt, but badly shaken 
up. 

The storm passed on to the northeast, 
desi roving everything in its path, and 
was followed by rain hit orrents and 
terrible lightning. 

The cyclone crossed the Omaha rail- 
road cast of North Wisconsin .1 unction, 
and destroyed a new barn of Ed. Daly's. 

A special to the Times from Faribault, 
Minn., says: The severe storm here the 
past day and last night will result in 
greal damage to crops.

Although it is yet early ill the day to 
speak with confidence of this season's 
crop, reports to the department of iigri- 
eulture indicate that they will be, nndcr 
most favoruble developments, little bet- 
ter than average. 

The fruit prospect is distinctly indifl'er- 
ent. 'Die strawberries, plums and cher- 
ries have been considerably injured in 
the Fxaser valley, cuietly by the frost in 
February. In certain sections of Van- 
couver island the fruit output i

Fruit ot all kinds has been fortunate 
in having fewer pests to contend against 
this season than usual. 1 lie caterpil- 
lars, which lust year decorated every tree 
and rose bush Willi their animated webs, 
are only to be found this season in iso- 
lated instances. This is ascribed to 
some extent to the vigorous burning oil 
measures adopted throughout the prov- 
ince, while it is also lo be noted that 
fruit pest plagues run m waves, a bad 
season being usually followed by u gooU 
one. The tungus last year also thinned 
considerably the fruit-destroying cater- 
pillars, and the cold of the present 
spring hits played its part in their ex- 
tinction. There are few caterpillars 
now to be seen, in the vicinity of Vic- 
toria, and a similarly encouraging report 
is to hand from Chilliwack. The most 
dangerous fruit pest of this season .ap- 
pears to be the Black Spot, attacking 
the apple trees— a disease which, not yet 
being understood, has no elheient rem- 
edy. 

In the Okanagau district, the great 
cereal-grow ing region of the province, Ulu- 
late frost has been particularly expen- 
sive, much of the wheat having to be re- 
sown. Otherwise the crops there look 
favorable at the present time, on account 
of the continued dampness, although 
everything is backward. 

Prospects are also good for an average 
crop in the Fraser valley, although some 
early potatoes were nipped here and 
there by the late frost. 

General reports throughout the country 
are to the etfect that the season is from 
a mouth to six weeks behind, vegetables 
in some parts of East Kooteuay having 
been very much retarded by the cold 
nights. Cereals on the whole may be an 
average crop, but no better. Grazing is 
not so favorable. Indeed the grass is 
only now appearing on the ranges, while 
a new feature of anxiety for the cattle 
raisers is the appearances of mange 
among the horses on the Thompson river 
ranges, through their poor condition for 
the want of early grass. 

Vegetables and hay promise a fair 
crop throughout the province, especially 
if there be no Hood on the Fraser river. 

On the West Const i>f Viiiienti v«»r 
Island the prospects are good for all 
crops, thanks to the heavy rainfall, this 
applying chiefly to Alberni and vicinity. 
At Cape Scott, towards the northern end 
of the Island, the spring has been cold 
and rainy, but the grass is now doing 
well, as also are the apple trees.

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IS TURNERISM DEAD ? 

The Globe says "Tilrnerisni" is Jwid. 
If by this our contemporary means t hut 
there is Uttle or no probability tliut nil the 
gentlemen who composed tln> late admin- 
istration will ever eon.stitut i> a new one, 
we do not know that any exception can 
be taken to the statement. If it means 
that Mr. Turner is not likely again to 
assume tile ollice of Premier, we can 
assure it that so far as we know his 
personal views on the subject we under- 
stand that lie lias no special ambition 
in that direction. But in a souse quite 
different to either of the foregoing sug- 
gestions "Turncrism is dead," and the 
more's the pity. 

Mr. Turner never made any claim to 
statesmanship. lie never professed to 
be anything more than a business man 
conducting the business of the province 
in a business-like way. The Colonist 
reinebers very well how. when lliis- pa- 
per described his railway policy as 
slatesnia n-likc, lie protested that he had 
never claimed it to lie anything more 
than a common sense arrangement to pro- 
vide for the development of the country. 
Mr. Turner is n gentleman who is singu- 
larly moderate in his estimate of the 
value of his services to this province as 
a public man; but the Colonist desires 
once more to go on record as claiming 
for him that ho inaugurated n states- 
man-like policy, which, if he had been 
allowed to carry it out, would lnive en- 
sured British Columbia a period of pros- 
perity unparalleled in the history of the 
province. This is the Turncrism which 
is dead, and Mr. Joseph Martin aided 
mid abetto<l by Mr, Semi in and Mr. Cot- 
ton, was its assassin. 

A year ago the people of Hritisli Co- 
uuibia -wore contented, prosperous mid 
animated by the liveliest hopes for the 
future. Years of impartial administration 
of the laws, and eertuiuty in regard to 
mining operations in particular had cre- 
ated ii feeling of confidence. Prospect ors 
went out into the mountains feeling cer- 
tain that they would have the benelil of 
their discoveries; capitalists invested 
money confident that no mischievous 
legislation would affect them; miners 
weni to their daily labor undisturbed by 
the clamor of agitators and demagogues; 
the press invited men of all nationalities 
to bring their money into the province 
and exploit its riches, knowing thai the 
government would welcome them and 
grant l hem the facilities, which the laws 
contemplated; enterprising men pushed 
out into the wilderness, feeling sure that 
trails, roads and bridges would be pro- 
vided for them wherever they were 
shown to be necessary; business men fell 
buoyant in view of the apparent cer- 
tainty of a period of active railway con- 
struction; the credit of the province stood 
high abroad. This was Turncrism, which 
.Mr. dosepli Martin, aided and aliened by 
Mr, Seiiilin and Mr, Oolton, assassinat- 
ed. Tins is tic Ttinicrisin that is dead. 

What do we see in-day'.' Railway 
construction, except that carried on by 
the Canadian Pacific, paralyzed. Only 
on Monday night we saw the Victoria 
city council granting §250 to enable 
some people to pay the expense of dis- 
covering how Victoria can g»>t a railway 
up the Fraser valley, a grant which 
never would have been necessary if Tur- 
ncrism had not been killed, for the rail- 
way policy of that ministry provided 
for just -such a railway. The Hritisli 
Pacific project was killed just as the 
Dominion government was ubout to ex- 
tent it a helping hand; the all-Canadian 
line to the Yukon was struck a h!r,w 
from which it may never recover. The 
corjRtTiienon of roads-, trails and bridges 
reduced to the lowest: minimum in the 
facC 'Of a maximum demand for them: 
Mining' corporations refused permission 



under the law to engage in business 
Mines that were employing man work 
men at good prices closed down. Miners 
on strike, and a growing fear or violence 
manifest: All mining stocks rendered 
unsaleable: Investment stopped, and 
sales about t,, he consummated called 
off: Orders for goods for minig sec- 
tions cancelled: Anxiety, doubt and even 
grave alarm for the future — reference 
might be made to other matters more 
of a political nature, but we are speak- 
ing specially of the business aspect of the 
cast-— These tire some of the things, 
which Mr. Joseph Martin, the assassin 
of Turncrism, aided and abetted by Mr. 
Sonilin and Mr. Colton, has given us. 

Turneristn as above described is dead, 
but it may yet be awakened to new- 
life. Perhaps Mr. Turner may never 
again stand forth as its exponent and 
champion, although he has not lost the 
confidence of the people by any means; 
but the spirit of fair play and progress, 
which inspired his policy, can be revived. 
And because it appeals in stirring tunes 
for such a revival, we take the 
special exception to the phraseology of 
the Globe. The Colonist joins with it in 
calling upon the people to hurl from 
ollice the men, who tire bringing dishonor 
upon the name of the province, who 
have arrested its progress at a critical 
point and whose continuation in power 
means the precipitation of business dis- 
aster. 



PKESID ION T SHALHiIIN ESS V. 

Every one who has had either business 
or personal relations with him wil' join 
in hearty congratulations to Mr. Shnug- 
nessy on his promotion to the presidency 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway. The 
eiieotiiums passed upon him by the retir- 
ing president. Sir William Van Home, 
are fully deserved. The great railway 
corporation has been exceedingly for- 
tunate in having men like these two at 
the head of its vast affairs. 

Sir William Van Home does not re- 
tire from active connection with the com- 
pany's work, hut his new position calls 
for less attention to details. lie says 
that he needs rest after forty-two years 
of continuous railway work, eighteen of 
which have been spent with the Canadian 
Pacific. 

President Shatlghncssy is of Irish des- 
cent and a native of Wisconsin, where 
be was born in ]8T»3. lie entered into 
the employ of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul liuilwuy Company in 1800, 
leaving in 1882, when he beenme general 
purchasing agent of the Canadian Pa- 
cific. His promotion has been rapid, lie 
is connected with several other railway 
companies and business organizations.

There 
I is more or less of." a disposition among 
observers to connect weather cycles with 
the regular maximum and minimum 
appearances or sun-spots, but this will 
not account for the more frequent and 
more local variations. It does not ex- 
plain the great changes which ushered in 
and terminated the several ice-ages, nor 
the unquestionable period of general 
low temperature, which seems to have 
prevailed in Central Europe during the 
Middle' Ages. One suggestion is that 
the movement of the sun and iU at- 
tendant planets Lhrongh space causes the 
earth to pass through varying strntu of 
ether— that is to say, the whole uiiiverse 
is pervaded with this subtle something 
called ether, which is not regularly dis- 
tributed. It is this mutter by uieuus of 
which wireless telegraphy acts. The 
suggestion is also made that the sun is 
nut actually hot, hut that it generates 
heat, which is rendered appreciable 
when it comes in contact with Uie earth's 
atmosphere, just as electricity is ren- 
dered appreciable when a circuit is com- 
plete. If this is the case- and if the 
distribution of what is called ether is 
irregular, it is conceivable that varia- 
tions in temperature may be due to these 
irregularities, which vary the intensity 
hi' the transmissions of the energy from 
the sun, which is developed by our at- 
mosphere into heat. 



THE WEATUEH. 

Presumably after Adam had been in- 
troduced to Eve the conversation turned 
upon the weather. At least it has been 
a topic of discussion Tor so long that the 
memory of man runneth not to the 
contrary. Hut. whenever it began to be 
a staple between people of bashful traits 
or limited knowledge, one may be ex- 
cused for doubting if it was over more 
unsatisfactory than this year. Here we 
are within a week of the shortest day 
and we have had no slimmer yet. Bui 
there have been other years as had or 
even worse. Old people who were living 
in New Brunswick thirty years ago used 
to tell of a year early in the century 
when snow fell in that province every 
month. ■ "The year without a summer" 
was what they called it. Nevertheless 
most of the limited crops then grown did 
fairly well. There are records of suin- 
merless years elsewhere, using the ex- 
pression in the same sense, namely, 
that every mouth of the twelve exhibited 
the peculiar characteristics of winter. 
A writer in one of the late magazines, 
comparing the reigu of. Eli/.a belli with 
'hat of Victoria, speaks of several ter- 
rible winters in p.ngland during the for- 
mer reign, followed by summers with 
very little warmth. On at. least one oc- 
casion the river Elbe froze solid to the 
bottom during the winter, but we do not 
recall tiiat anything has been recorded of 

ihe summer pri ding or following such 

severe winters. Years when tin 1 weather 
has been extreme or when the conditions 
of the season seem almost to have been 
reversed have been by no means uncom- 
mon. The present condition of many 
parts of the world taken in connection 
with their past, history shows that great 
climatic changes have taken place with- 
in the memory of man. There seems to 
be reason to think that, the Mississippi 
valley is passing through such u change 
when storms and drought alternate. 
Some two or three years ago one ob- 
server claimed that there was good 
ground for thinking Unit this vast fertile 
region was slowly but steadily relapsing 
t., desert conditions. People who 
studied geography forty years ago will 
remember that, tin- maps then in use 
showed west: of the Mississippi a tract of 
vast area called the Great American 
Desert. After a time this desert came 
lo be regarded lis a myth evolved from 
the ignorance of the map-makers, but 
later investigators seemed inclined to 
think that there was really a desert in 
the place Indicated due to insufficient 
rainfall, and that climatic changes have 
rendered most of it fruitful. As every 
one knows, there is yet u very extensive 
arid belt. 

No explanation can be given fqr these 
remarkable variations in the weather. 
The cutting down of forests and the 
draining and cultivation of the soil pro- 
duce iini-ortnnt effects, hut there are 
great changes which these will not ac- 
count for. So fur us is known, the 
same amount of heat is given off by the 
sun every year? What has become »f 
the share which we usually get on this 
coast during May and June'/ How 
comes it that excessively warm weather 
prevails in some localities, as, f-or exam- 
ple, it did a few days ago in. London, 
While the average temperature elsewhere,

The -committee was appointed upon 
the representations of Messrs. Ohnllooer, 
Mitchell & Co., who wrote that they were 
prepared to purchase any amount of gold 
if the bars were stamped by Mi 



govern- 
ment. 

President Kirk reported that the min- 
isters of Unance and mines had told the 
committee that they would allow the gov- 
ernment stamp to be used on gold bars, 
but would not be responsible for any short- 
age. Formerly the government assayer 
duly Issued certificates, and there was no 
way of telling whether the certificate re- 
ferred to the bar with which it was pre- 
sented.

Handsome Ship Being [Wade 
Out of Horsa The 
Nanaiino. 



Messrs. Dodwell & Co.. Ltd., announce 
that they have secured the steamer Vic- 
torian to cover the run between Taconui, 
Seattle, Port Townscnd imd Victoria. 
The vessel is to 1>o at once brought to 
the Sound or Esquinialt and docked, 
when she will be recoppered, repainted 
and refitted throughout. A new man- 
ganese bronze propeller will be put on, 
which will very materially udd to her 
running more smoothly than, with the 
heavy iron one now on the ship. When 
a ship of this kind is tied up as long as 
luus been the case with the Victorian, it 
is a fruitful source of rumor as to her 
unsafe or unsound condition, but in the 
case of the Victorian, to Uiose who know- 
there is nothing strange in the fact of 
her having been so long out. of commis- 
sion. At the time the Victorian was 
built by the O. It. & N. Co. they had a 
large licet on Puget Sound, ami were 
running in connection with the Northern 
Pacific railway, which at that time fur- 
nished about '.10 per cent, of the business 
to the O. It. & N. Co.'s boats, but these 
two companies became involved in a dis- 
pute, and the Northern Pacific railway 
went iiuictly to work iiud purchased Tin? 
City of Kingston and brought her 
around and established their own co:i- 
neetious with Victoria, thus leaving the 
O. It. & IS T . Co. with this fine steamer, 
suitable for no other trade, on their 
hands. They ran her for a few trips, 
hut the experiment was too expensive, 
and they had to tie her up. During the 
four years in which the City of Seattle 
was tied up at the sea wall in Taeoma, 
rumors were persistently circulated 
about her unsafe and unsatisfactory con- 
dition, but these .were entirely without 
foundation, and she was fitted out for the 
Alaskan service in the fall of 1897 by 
Dodwcll & Co., Ld., on behalf of the 
Washington & Alaska Steamship Co., 
and at once became the most popular 
boat on the route. 

The Victorian has a speed of 15 knots 
per hour, and will be a worthy successor 
to the late City of Kingston— in fact 'n 
many respects she is a superior vessel. 
She has a beautiful dining room on the 
main deck aft, which is a great improve- 
ment over the dark and unsightly dining 
room in the hold of the Kingston. She 
also has electric lights in every state- 
room, and a beautiful promenade around' 
the saloon deck. All of these features 
the Kingston did not possess. 

The decision to secure the Victorian 
has not been arrived at w ithout exhaust- 
ive research. Messrs. Dodwell & Co. 
have had the Great Lakes and the At- 
lantic coast thoroughly looked over for a 
suitable ship, but the condition of ship- 
ping in the United States is now such, 
activity being so great, that of all the 
ships in the East only two could be pur- 
chased, and these were not nearly so 
palatial or so suitable for the run as the 
Victorian, and considering the time 
necessary to bring these vessels to the 
Pacific coast, there was no choice if the 
route was to be covered in a reasonable 
time. 

Messrs. Dodwell & Co. had very seri- 
ously considered the building of a ship 
locally, but taking into consideration the 
time necessary to construct a suitable 
vessel (from eight months to one year), 
they decided that the service must he 
unproved at once. They would have 
liked very much to disburse the money 
necessary for the construction of a ship 
locally, but feel that this will somewhat, 
be compensated for by the necessary re- 
pairs to be made on the Victorian. They 
'promise that when the vessel enters ser- 
vice she will be equal in every respect 
to boats plying on the Hudson river in- 
Great Lakes. 

They have nut. given up the idea of* 
constructing a special steamer for this 
run. They are even now considering 
plans for a craft which will in the not. 
distant future revolutionize the traffic 
methods in use between the Sound anil 
Victoria — in fact they propose to irrtro- 
duce a novelty in the way of quick ser- 
vice. 

The high standing of the firm of Dod- 
well <X: Co. is a sufficient guarantee thai: 
any undertaking they may put tlieir 
hands to will be successfully carried <^t. 
It will he remembered that they were 
the pioneers in the Pacific trade north 
of San Francisco, and it was due to 
their initiative tliat the great increase in 
the facilities by transportation com- 
panies between this country and the 
Orient, was marie. They have success- 
fully established n number of steamer 
lines, a notable example being the North- 
ern Pacific Steamship Company. Alto- 
gether the business men* of the city and 
the travelling public in general are to be 
congratulated that the route has fallen 
into such nble hands. 

It i* liopcd to have the ship in commis- 
sion in about one month or six weeks, 
and as soon as this is accomplished, 
Messrs. Dodwell & Co. propose to invite 
the mayors, leading citizens, railroad 
representatives and shippers of all the 
Puget Sound cities and Victoria, and

BARON GOBS TO CAGE. 

Eour Years for Striking French Presi- 
dent With His Cane at the Races. 

Paris, June 13.— Baron Christian!, 
who assaulted President Eoiibet with a 
earn? at the races on June -I, is sentenced 
to four years' imprisonment. 

Christian! was tried before the -ree- 

tional police court- The judges deliber- 
ated !S5 minutes and (hen delivered 
judgment, saying that, according to the 
articles of the penal code under which 
Christiani was sentenced, he was liable 
to from Iwo to live years. There was 
a general exclamation of surprise when 
the prisoner "'as sentenced to four years' 
imprisonment and also to pay the costs 
of the trial. Christiani listened un- 
moved to his sentence. 

The court was crowded. Baron 
Christiani, who is above the medium 
height, has an iron grey moustache, 
wore an eye-glass ami was eleganlly 
dressed in gray, with a light blue bow. 
lie is a handsome looking man. with 
clear-cul feature and fresh complexion. 
Counsel for the Baron pleaded that the 
prisoner's net. was not a political one, 
but that he acted spontaneously, on the 
impulse of the moment, losing his head 
in the midst or the scene of exeitemeni 
around. In his own behalf, the prisoner 
said he did not belong to the Royalist 
Club, nor the White Carnation Club, 
ami asserted that his act was wholly 
unpremeditated. lie also expressed the 
belief Unit the surrounding circum- 
stances ought lo he considered. 

The nrocureiir-genenil, M. Ketillollry, 
in outlining the charges, said the blow 
••limed at President Lotibet was so fierce 
thai (ho slick in the hands or the pris- 
oner was broken ou Hie balustrades. 
This alone, he pointed out, saved the 
President from having his face smashed.

INDIAN RESERVE UOAD. 

Sir: The city council, while admitting 
the road across the Indian reserve to be 
a public highway, refuse to authorize, on 
the report of their engineer, to make the 
necessary expenditure to put it in a con- 
dition lil for public use. Now, can such 
an action be justified or position be 
sustained*; is not the corporation 
bound to i > ti t and keep its public streets 
in a passable condition and so that life, 
limb and property may not be exposed 
to imminent danger? Should injury or 
loss be sustained because of the past and 
present condition of this road, is not the 
corporation liable for damages? Why 
should Victoria West be accorded treat- 
ment in this matter so different from 
other parts of I he city? It is safe to 
say that there is no street in any of the 
residential parts of the city that is so 
much used aa the road referred to, es- 
pecially by pedestrians and wheel men 
and women, the means of public access 
to the business part of the city by the 
people of Victoria West and adjacent 
districts are now practically limited to 
the Esquimalt road, which at the Point 
Ellice bridge is practically^ narrowed to 
a few feet when a ear happens to be 
passing. Were it not for the outlet af- 
forded by the E. o< X. track and Indian 
reserve road, the road at that point 
would at certain hours of the day be 
completely blockaded. Even as it is, 
I In writer a few days ago was obliged 
lo dismount and stand for some minutes 
until a tramcar and carts had passed 
and thus cleared a passage at the narrow 
pa rt of the bridge. 

Again, if the road across the Indian 
resi rve is a public one. why should not 
by-laws and other regulations affecting 
street traffic be enforced? In conse- 
quence of the state of the roadway, there 
is from early morning- until late at night 
a constant struggle for the possession 
of the narrow sidewalk laid down by 
the city a Tew years ago, between 
cyclists, pedestrians, men, women and 
children, many of the last named in 
baby carriages. How serious accidents 
have nol occurred is to those familiar 
with the road a marvel. The rate- 
payers of Victoria West do not ask or 
expect a bicycle path until at least other 
parts of the city have the snme. but they 
do ask that the roadway he put and kept 
in a passable condition; any other sug- 
gestion is misleading', while the sugges- 
tion of an alderman that the Indians be 
asked lo repair the road is but milling 
insult to injury. 

Might I suggest that a public meeting 
of all ratepayers interested lie called al 
an early dale in Victoria West, for tin- 
purpose of considering the action of the 
council in this matter, and the best stcp< 
to secure placing the Indian reserve road 
in a passable condition? With thanks 
for valuable space.
